The humble petitioner begs to submit as follows; — 


Chairman, 


1. That the petitioner was a candidate for election to the House of People from 
Gorakhpur District (North), a single-member Parliamentary Constituency, and that 
the Respondents Nos. 1. 2 and 3 were also candidates for the House of People from 
the same constituency. The votes declared to have been secured by the several 
candidates were as follows' —

67,341 

Respondent No. 2

Respondent No. 3

As a result of this, Respondent No. 1 was declared elected. The total number of 
valid votes cast was 1,20,382. 306 votes were rejected. The total number of voters 

on the rolls of the Constituency was 3,69,000. 
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2. That this single-member Parliamentary Constituency fell In two Tahsils of the 
‘Gorakhpur District, namely Pharenda and Maharalganj and it comprised within it 
three single-member and one double-member U.P. State Legislative Assembly 
tlonstltuencles. Polling In the two of the three single-member State Legislative 
■Assembly Constituencies end in the corresponding Pharenda Tehsll part of this 
Parliamentary Constituency was held simultaneously on 25th day of January, 1952. 
In the remaining one-single-member and one double-member State Legislative 
Assembly Constituencies and in the corresponding MahrajganJ Tahsil part of the 
Parliamentary Constituency polling was held simultaneously on the 28th day of 
January 1952. 


3. That corrupt practices specified In Section 123 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 19.51, have been committed by the returned candidate. Respondent No. 1, 
and tha election of the said candidate is void. The said corrupt practices inter altin 
comprise the obtaining or procuring by the said candidate or his agent assistance for 
the furtherance of the prospects of the candidate’s election from persons serving 
under the Government of the State of Uttar Pradesh other than the giving of vote 
by such persons. Particulars so far as available at present to the Petitioner are 
given below: On necessary discovery and inspection being given, more praticulars 
will be given and your petitioner craves leave to add to or vary such particulars atv 
a later date. 


4. That Govei'nment employees who were not authorised to take part in electldl 
except to give their votes worked for respondent No. 1. ' 


5. That the Polling Agents Appointment Forms of the petitioner were illegally 
rejected by the Returning Officer. 


6. That hindrances were put in the way of petitioner’s voters casting their votes. 

7. That ballot bnxe.s were not kept in safe custody nor were they properly sealed 
by the presiding officers 

d. That the counting of \otes was po.stponecl from day to day during which period 
they were tampered with, 

9. That ballot paper accounts were not made by presiding officer at Ihe close of 
the polling. 


10. That packets of ballot papers were opened by the Returning Officers without 
any authority to do so. 

11. That the statement of accounts of respondent No. 1 is false and should be 
rejected. 

12. That the respondent No. ] was disqualified for being a candidate for the 
House of the People on the date of nomination.

Statement of facts 

The humble petitioner begs to submit as follows; — 

1. That the petitioner and respondents Nos. 1. 2 and 3 were candidates for the 
House of the People from the Gorakhpur District Worth) Constituency, and while 
the respondent No. 1 was declared elected, the petitioner and the respondents Nos. 

2 and 3 were declared defeated, 

2. That polling in this Constituency took place on two days, namely January 25th 
and January 28th, 1952. 

3. That corrupt practices specified in section 123 of the Representation of the 
[-’eopJe Act, 1951, have been committed by the returned candidate, respondent No. 1 
and the election of the said candidate is void. Particulars of the corrupt practices 
resorted to are .given in detail In the following paragraphs, on the basis of informa- 
tion already available. The petitioner craves leave to add to these particulars at 
a later date, if and when he has examined all the election papers. 

(1) That mo.st of the Sarpanches, Panches and Secretaries of Adalati Panchayats, 
and Presidents and Vice-Presidents of the Gaon Panchayats, and teachers of Govern- 
ment Primary schools, who are all government servants, as also teachers of District 
Board Primary and Junior High schools and other District Board stall were made 
by respondent No, J to work as his canvassers, and quite a large number of them 
were appointed by respondent No. 1 a's his Polling Agents under the Representation 
of The People Act, 1951, and the Representation of the People (Conduct of Elections 
and Election Petltion.s) Rules No. 12. The respondent No. 1 was in a position to 
.secure mo.st of the above-named servants of the Government to work for him and 
to act as his Polling Agents because of his position as Chairman of the Gorakhpur 
.District Board and as Chairman of the Committee which appointed the Secretaries 
of the Adalati Panchayats and the Gaon Panchayats and as Incherge of the Training 
Camp of Sarpanches, Panches and Secretaries of Adalati Panchayats held after 
their election and/or selection. 

(li) That as the lists of the Polling Agents appointed by respondent No. 1 are 
not available for m.spection in the election office in Gorakhpur, the petitioner is not 
ab’a to get the exact names and other particulars of all these Sarpanches, Panches 
and Secretaries and other Government servants and village officials who acted as 
his Polling Agents (for respondent No. 1) and the petitioner will file the full list of 
£ucn names when the list of Polling Agents appointed by respondent No. 1 has been 
made available to him. Some of the persons who are serving under the Government 
of Uttar Pradesh a; Sarpanches, Panches or Secretaries of Adalati Panchayats or 
President or Vice-Presidents of Gaon Sabhas, or teachers in Government schools or 
other Government servants or village officials serving under the Uttar Pradesh 
Government, and who.se names arc available to the Petitioner and who acted as 
Polling Agent.s oi canvas.sers or both for respondent No. 1 are given in Schedule 
No, I, 

till) That the respondent No, 1 who is the Chairman of the Gorakhpur District 
Board and as «uch coritrol.s all the District Board and Government Primary schools 
and ether employee.^ cf the District Board, misused his authority by promoting only 
those teacher.s as ITeadmasters in July and August, 1951, who agreed to work for 
bJm In the ensuing General Elections and he posted many of these promoted 
Headma.sters In schools falling within the Gorakhpur District (North) Parliamentary 
Constituency. He even over, staffed the schools within hl.s constltuenc 3 ’^ so as to 
enable these teachers to have a free time for canvassing etc. d 

(iv) That the respondent No. 1 is also the Chairman of the Committee which 
appointed the Secretaries of the Panchayat Ada-Iats and Gaon Panchayats, many of 
whom are, therefore, Indebted to him for their appointment. These Inspectors and 
Secretaries of the Panchayati Adalats and some school teachers worked as canvassers 
in the villages for respondent No. 1 and also helped him when they served as olficial 
polling clerks to do various duties at the Polling Stations on the polling days. A

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very large number of the official polling clerks in this constituency were drawn from 
these District Board i choo’ teachers and secretaries of the Adalatl Panchay atS; and 
they indulged in all sorts of malpractices to help respondent No. 1. Their hst is 
given in Schedule No. 11. 

(v) That a large number of voters for the petitioner were improperly received 
and/or were not allowed to ca.st their vote, as no Polling Agents of the Petitioner 
had been allowed to be present inside the polling booths in the constituency, 

4. That the corrupt practices stated above have materially affected the result of 
the election in this Constituency, 

5. That the result of the election has been materia^lly affected by the non- 
compliance with the provisions of the Representation of the People Act and Rules 
relating to the elections. Particulars so far available are given below: — 

( 1 ) That the petitioner submitted notices of the appointment of Polling Agents 
by presenting 51t) letters of appointment in Form VI in accordance with Rule 111 of 
the Representation of People (Conduct of Elections and Election Petitions) Rule, 
1951 (hereinafter referred to as the Rules) for the polling scheduled to be held on 
the 2.5th day of January 1952, in that part of the Parliamentary Constltuenc,y which 
tell m Pharenda Tab.sil, to ihe Assistant Returning Officer (the Returning Officer 
not being present) cn the 22nd day of January 19.52, at 10 a.m. The Assistaq 
Returning Officer Illegally refused to accept the forms on the ground that these 
.'■houJd have been submitted not only three day.s before the polling day but also 72 
hour.s before the time scheduled for the commencement of the polling on the 25th 
day of January, 1952, i.e., before 8 a.m. on the 22nd day of January, 1952. The 
petitioner .sent a telegram to the Election Commissioner on the 29rd day of January, 
1952, protesting against the Illegal and arbitrary re.1ection of his Polling Agent 
appointment forms, under a wrong interpretation of Rule 12(2) ol the Rule.s by the 
Returning Officer. 

(li) That 840 letters of appointment of Polling Agents for polling .scheduled to be 
held on the 28th day of January, 1952, were taken to the house of the Returning 
Officer, Mr. C. B. Dube, on the 25th day of January, 1952, at 7-30 af,m., but he was 
away supervising elections in Pharenda. The forms were therefore then taken to 
the house of the Election Officer, Mr, Chaturvedi, at 7-45 a.m., but he too was away. 
The forms were, therefore, submitted in the Election Office when it opened at 10 
a.m., but they were not accepted on the plea that they should have been submitted 
before 8 a.m. The protest that there was nobody to accept these form.s at 8 a.m, 
anywhere was not heeded to. A telegram informing the authorities about this hlgh- 
banded and illegal refusal to accept the petitioner's polling agent appointment forms 
was sent to the Chief Electoral (Dfflcer Uttar Pradesh, on the 25th day of January 
19.52. A copy of the order dated the 13th day of March, 1952, passed by Shrl C. B. 
Dube, I.A.S., Returning Officer and District Magistrate, Gorakhpur, in this connection 
Is attached as Schedule III. 

(Ill) That the rejection of the Polling Agent Appointment Forms for both the 
pollings to be held on the 25th and the 28lh day of January, 1952, was wrong and 
illegal. 

(tv) That .as a result of this wrongful and Illegal rejection of the Polling Agents" 
Appointment Form.s not a single Polling Agent of the petitioner could be present 
at 8113 ’ of the 410 polling booths In 138 widely separated polling stations, and as result 
thereof;— 

(a) The petltioncr'r seals could not be put on the ballot boxes at the commence- 
ment of the polling and at the close of the polling, thereby making it possible for 
the ballot boxes to be tampered with during the period between the day of polling 
and the d^y of counting of votes, which period was extended from day to day for 
thi^ very purpose. 

(b) At many of the polling stations, voters of the Respondent No, 1 were almost 
the only persons allowed to enter the polling booths to cast their votes, while the 
voters of the petitioner were not allowed to enter the polling booths, or they were 
made to stay out for long hours in the hot sun thereby compelling them to return 
home without casting their votes for the petitioner. A list of polling stations where 
the petitioner’s voters had to return without casting their votes is given in Schedule 
IV. 


(c) At many of the polling stalions, ballot papers for the House of the People 
were not given at all to Ignorant voters, who were told to go away after casting 
tnelr votes for the State Legislative Assembly as their work had been done, and 
-when they had left the polling booths, their ballot papers for the House of the 
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People were Issued and put into the ballot boxes of respondent No, 1 either by the 
presiding and polling oflicers themselves or through some intelligent voters support- 
ing the re.spondent No. 1. Polling stations where this was done are included In 
Schedule No, IV, 

(d) At most of the polling stations, the presiding and polling officers refused to 
explain properly tlie manner of casting of v’otes to female voters and they wer# 
nii.sguided by being told that they had merely to put their ballot papers on the ballot 
boxes of Iheir choice and subsequently when they had left these ballot papers lying 
on the ballot boxes of the petitioner were collected and put inside the ballot boxes 
or respondent No. 1. 

(e) Ballot papers for absentee voters were issued and put into the ballot boxes 
-or the respondent No. 1 at the close of the polling. Polling stations where this was 
done are included in Schedule IV. 

(f) No check could be provided against putting different symbols inside and 
outside the ballot boxes. At some of the polling stations, before the polling com- 
menced, while the petitioner’s symbol of ‘hut’ was pasted inside his ballot boxes the 
symbol of the Congress candidate, respondent No. 1 namely ‘pair of bullocks' was 
pasted outside the.se ballot boxes, while in the ballot boxes of the respondent No. 1, 
the .symbol of ‘pair of bullocks' was pasted Inside and the symbol of ‘hut’ was 
tiasted outside, but at the conclusion of the polling and before the counting took 
place, the symbols pasted outside the ballot boxes of the petitioner and the 
respondent No, 1 were removed and replaced by the symbols same as those inside 
the ballot boxes. Polling slalions where this was done are included in Schedule IV. 

(g) At many of the polling stations, the voters for the petitioner were misguided 
by the presiding and polling officers by being told that the petitioner was seeking 
election on the Congress ticket and hl.s symbol was that of the ‘pair of bullocks’ and 
they should put their votes Inside the ballot boxes bearing that symbol, although his 
boxe.s bore the symbo' of ‘hut’ and he was not a Congress candidate. Polling 
stations where this was done are included In Schedule IV. 

(h) At mos*- of the polling stations, the ballot boxes were not properly closed and 
sealed by putting the knot after drawing the thread tightly through the holes In 
the covering lid in such a manner that the ballot boxes could be opened without 
breaking the seals, thereby making it possible for the ballot boxes to be tampered 
with so that ballot papers contained In the petitioner’s ballot boxes could be taken 
out and transferred to the ballot boxes of the respondent No, 1, 

(v) That when the counting of voles took place and the ballot boxes began to 
bo opened, the petitioner was surprised that the polling stations where he had 
secured a vast maiority of votes were showing adverse results from the contents of 
the ballot boxes with the result that his suspicions of foul play were aroused and he 
def’ided to examl.ne the seals of the ballot boxes more carefully and closely, when 
he discovered that the ballot boxes of more than half of the pollini/ stations could 
be opened without breaking the seals. The petitioner actually opened many of them 
In the presence of the Returning Officer and the Returning Officer admitted this fact 
In writing in hl.s order on the objection filed by the petitioner before him at the 
time. A copy of the petitioner’s objection and the Returning Officer’s order thereon 
Is atlached herewith as Schedule V. 

(VI) That the ballot boxes used In this Constituency and all other Constituencies 
in the Uttar Pradesh were very defective and could easily be tampered with, as they 
had been got prepared not by the Election Commission but by the U.P. Government 
on the plea that they could be got done cheaper. The petitioner had suspected foul 
play when he saw them for the first time and protested in writing to the Election 
Commission, long before the elections, on October 27th, 1951, that the haiiot boxes 
made for the electioiis in Uttar Pradesh were very defective and of a very inferior 
quality. 

(vii) That after the conclusion of the polling, the ballot boxes were not kept 
with any lock and seal In any closed room, for safe custody, but only in open 
barracks In the Police Lines of Gorakhpur. 

(vlJI) That the counting of votes of the petitioner was originally fixed for the 
4th day of February 1,9.52, but the votes were not counted on that day. Various 
dates were fixed thereafter, i.e. 5th, 12th and 18th February 1952, but the counting 
was deferred from day to day, again and again, and It was actually commenced on 
the 19th day of February 1952, thereby giving every opportunity for tampering with 
Uie ballot boxes. If the counting had taken place on the 4th day of February 1952. 
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as fixed originally, the petitioner would have been declared elected Conies of the 
nvo orders dated February 4, iy52, and February 19, 1952, are attached as Schedule 


e. Ihat provisions ol Rule 33 of the Representation of the People (Conduct of 
Elections and Election Petitions) Rules, 19.51, relating lo the account of ballot papers 
to be prepared by the presiding officers after the close of the poll were not complied 
with at a number of polling stations, as no accounts were prepared by them at the 
time in Form in showing the total number of ballot papeia entrusted to them, for 
the polling stations or for each of the polling booths thereof and the number of 
ballot paoer.s returned by them lo the Returning Offtcer as unused, lenclcicd and 
returned ballot Ddoerj as also the number of ballot papers which should be found in 
the ballot boxes, 

7. That provlsinn.s of rule 52 of the Representation of the People (Conduct of 
Elections and Eloct’on Petitions) Rules, 1951, relating to the production and inspection 
of election papers w.'re not complied with, which is clear from the fact that when 
the petitioner apnlied for the inspection of accounts and other papers connected with 
the election on the 14th day of April 1952, before the Returning Officer in Gorakhpur, 
and il became known that the petitioner was filing an election petition, ihc local 
authorities got alarmed and they began to put all sorts of obstructions m the way 
of the accounts and other papers being inspected by the petitioner and the different 
Returning Officers began fo open the .seals of the packets of ballot pepers and 
checked tholr bahot papers accounts to see that theie was no difference in the number 
of ballot papers issued at the various polling booths and the number found in the 
ballot boxes and those remaining unused, without any authority from a competent 
court or Tribunal, in direct breach of Rule 52(1). Some of the presiding officers 
who had not filled up the forms of ballot paper accounts in Form No. 10 were .sent 
lor and made to fill the forms as de.sircd by the Returning Officers. This was done 
for Parllamentaiy Constituency in Gorakhpur District (North) and for each of the 
State Legislative Assembly Constituencies in the MaharajganJ and Pliarenda 
I’ehsil.s. The pelitlr^nsr immediately after his return to Delhi gave an application 
to the Election Commission setting out the facts and urging it to seize the ballot 
paper accounts of bi.s Constituencies as also of the six State Legislative Assembly 
Con.stitucncics in Maharajgunj and Pharetida Tehsils. 

8. That the Re.spondent No. 1 continues to be the Chairman of the Gorakhpur 
District Board and most oil the local subordinate officials of the district have been 
siding with him in the elections, and the petitioner is afraid that attempts would be 
made to tamper with the election papers In Gorakhpur District (North) Consti- 
tuency, so as to nullify the grounds mentioned in this petition, and ho requests the 
Election Commission to secure the following lists from Gorakhpur before -sending 
out copies of this petition to the respondent No. 1 and otherwise making its contents 
public, so as lo prevent the alteration of the records in the light of the same: — 

(1) List of the names of Sarpanches, Panches and Secretaries of Adalati 
Panchayats in the Pharenda and Maharajganj Tahsil Panchayatwise ; 

(ii) List of the Polling Agents appointed by Mr, Har Shanker Prasad, res- 
pondent No. 1, as also of all the six Congress candidates for the Stall 
Legislative Assembly from the Pharenda and Maharajganj Tahslls ; I 

(ill) Li-st of the presiding officers, the polling officers and poDlng clerks whe 
worked at the various polling booths and stations In the entire Gorakh- 
pur District (North) Constituency for the House of the People. 

9. That the Returning Officer of Pharenda North, Pharenda Central and 
Pharenda South State Legislative As.sembly Constituencies has ■ gone out of his 
way to help the Congress candidates to such an extent that he allowed ShrL 
Dwarka Prasad Pandey, returned Congress candidate from the Pharenda South 
Constituency for the Uttar Pradesh Legislative Assembly to file his declaration 
form as agent on Rs. 2 stamped paper on 14th April, 52 In a back date, namely 
10th April, 1952, and accepted the declaration form of Shri Ram Avadh Singh, the 
returned Congress candidate from the Pharenda North Constituency for the 
Uttar Pradesh Legislative Assembly, although it was not made on the Rs. 2 ' 
stamped paper as required by the law and permitted the said Mr, Ram Avadh 
Singh to file a blank Rs. 2 stamped paper with the signatures of Mr. Rom Avadh 
Singh oh 14th April 1952, but without any date on it to show that it had been 
filed on 12th April 1952, The petitioner has therefore requested the Election 
Commission to seize the accounts of the Congress candidates from the Pharenda 
and Maharajganj Tahsils for the Uttar Pradesh Legislative Assembly to prevent 
tampering. 
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10. That the accounts submitted by the Respondent No. 1 are false and that the 
expenditure incurred by him is much hlehor. Ho has hidden many expenses, 
such as those incurred on the printing of voters’ cards for the polhng days and 
other items of printing and publicity, those incurred on the suppiy of woollen 
blankets and uniforms to his workers, and those incurred on his polling agents 
on the day of the pollings. They should therefore be rejected. 

11. That the respondent No. 1 was disqualified from berng a candidate for the 
election to the House of the People on the day he filed his nomination fur the 
Gorakhptir District (Northi Constituency, as he was Chairman of the Gorakhpur 
District Board on that day, which is an oilice of profit in terms of the Constitu- 
tion of India and Representation of the People Act, 1951. 

12. That as a result of the above malpractices, the petitioner was declared 
defeated at the said election. 


13. That as the petitioner is leaving today for Chinn on a tour of about a 
month and a half, notices in connection with this petition may kindly be issued 
to him after 15th day of June, 19.52 and not earlier, when he hopes to return. 

Prayer. 

The petitioner, therefore, prays that the election of respondent No, 1 be declared 
1 and void and set aside and re-election ordered in the said Constituency.

In lact as you yourselA^es saw, I 
denionstrated the boxes of Nautanwan, Sihorwa and half-a-dozen other polling 
stations that they were opened without breaking the seal. You saw that about 
half the boxes could be opened if an effort was made without breaking the seals 
and you agreed that this was possible and the boxes were defective. I want to 
bring this fact on record and I hope you will be pleased to do it.’’
